The client system then begins the process of comparing the components in the 
catalog to the components in the program and incorporates the new components into the 
application program (as described in Applicant's specification page 8, line 24 to page 10, line 32). 

The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite and 
enabled by the specification are also allowed.
